ACTORS PLAY REAL-LIFE PERSONALITIES 
IN MGM'S TENSE “OPERATION CROSSBOW" 


Presenting real-life personalities on 
the screen is a perfected art for director 
Michael Anderson. He starred Richard 
Todd as ace bomber pilot Guy Gibson in 
“The Dam Busters” and again featured 
Todd as Lt. Commander Kerans, the 
navy hero who sailed his frigate 
through the gauntlet of Chinese Com- 
munist artillery in “Yangtze Incident.” 

But never has Anderson displayed 
such a host of real-life people as he 
does in his latest picture, Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer’s “Operation Crossbow,” 
which stars Sophia Loren, George Pep- 
pard, Trevor Howard, John Mills and, 
of course, Richard Todd. 

The story is centered on the allied 
mission (called “Crossbow”) during 
World War II against Hitler’s secret 
V (for Vengeance) weapons and the 
varied persons who took part in the 
eventful plan. 

Trevor Howard is seen as Professor 
Lindemann, later Lord Cherwell, the 
British Government’s scientific advisor ; 
John Mills as Boyd, head of military 
intelligence; Richard Johnson as Dep- 
uty Minister of Supply Duncan 
Sandys; Sylvia Syms as Constance 
Babington Smith, the air force officer 
who first spotted the V.1. flying bomb 
on an aerial photograph of Peene- 
munde; and Todd as Kendall, wartime 
photographic interpretation expert. 

Others recreating real-life roles in 
“Operation Crossbow” include Patrick 
Wymark as Winston Churchill; John 
Fraser as Flight Lieut. Andre Kenny, 
Barbara Rueting as Hanna Reitsch, 
Germany’s famous woman pilot who 
succeeded in piloting the V.1 flying 
bomb; Richard Wattis as aerial pho- 
tographer Charles Sims, and Paul Hen- 
reid as Ziemann, director of Hitler’s 
rocket base at Peenemunde. 

Director Anderson’s approach to 
filming real people is simple. “Heroes 
are inimitable,’ he says, “and when I 
cast artists, I try not to match face for 
face so much as personality for person- 
ality. My aim is not to get a literal 
imitation but a portrayal which remains 
true to the spirit of the original. 

“The story itself is something else. I 
like working in the extremes of either 
sheer fantasy, such as ‘Around the 
World in 80 Days,’ or sheer reality. 
‘Operation Crossbow’ falls into the sec- 
ond category and gave me a great op- 
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portunity to delve into the past and into 
the truth.” 

The director researched “Crossbow” 
like an F.B.I, man on a murder case, 
flying to the United States, France, 
Holland, Belgium, Switzerland and 
Germany because the story concentrates 
as much on the Nazis’ efforts to get 
their V rockets into the air as it does on 
the allies’ efforts to bring them down. 

“T talked with members of the allied 
war council and also to German rocket 
experts,’ Anderson stated. “People like 
Herman Oberth, the father of German 
rocketry, and Werner Von Braun’s 
teacher, who really started the whole 


thing. He told me that as long ago as 
1917 he was showing models of his 
rocket to the Kaiser who told him not 
to waste his time and to take his toys 
away! And it was only after a great 
deal of scepticism that he got his ideas 
taken seriously by Hitler.”

Of added interest to this outstanding 
picture is the fact that many of its 
characters are those of real-life people. 
Among those depicted are the late Win- 
ston Churchill, Duncan Sandys, Par- 
liamentary Secretary to the Minister of 
Supply, Hanna Reitsch, Germany’s fa-

PEER’S ESTATE BECOMES PEENEMUNDE, 
NAZI SECRET ROCKET BASE ON BALTIC 


Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s “Operation 
Crossbow” became “Operation Trans- 
formation” when the production unit, 
headed by director Michael Anderson, 
took over the Earl of Leicester’s 
27,000-acre estate at the English village 
of Holkham, Norfolk, for a three-week 
location sequence. 

The story, starring Sophia Loren, 
George Peppard, Trevor Howard and 
John Mills, is centered on the allied 
mission against Hitler V (for Venge- 
ance) weapons during World War II. 
Holkham, with its huge 18th century 
hall and pine forests running down to 
the sea was transformed into wartime 
Peenemunde, the Nazis’ secret rocket 
base on the Baltic. 

The project required fifteen 20-ton 


trucks for the transportation of camera, 
sound and lighting equipment; cos- 
tumes, including 450 German uniforms ; 
and props, among them, 300° machine 
guns and rifles. 

A 28-foot, winged flying bomb con- 
structed by MGM’s engineering depart- 
ment from a full-scale copy in London’s 
Imperial War Museum was transported 
to the Earl’s estate on a special truck 
of its own, with police escorting it 
through the narrow British country 
roads. 


The Earl’s private beach, a favorite 
playground of Prince Charles and 
Princess Anne when the Royal Family 
is in residence at Sandringham, fifteen 
miles away, was turned into the launch- 
ing base for rocket V.I. A 50-strong 
construction crew worked for three 
weeks sinking concrete piles to bear the 
weight of the 200-foot steel-girdered 
launching ramp that ran out into the 
sea. A timber platform of similar 
length was also built to take the weight 
of the three-ton camera crane. 

A highlight of the sequence was di- 
rector Anderson’s reconstruction of the 
Germans’ celebrated 1943 test flight 
when woman pilot Hanna Reitsch 
actually flew and landed — one of 
the V.1 bombs. Hanna Reitsch, who is 


alive today and lives in West Germany, 
is portrayed by German star Barbara 
Rueting. 

Equally impressive, in another mood, 
was a scene showing the mass funeral 
of German service personnel and civil- 
ians killed at Peenemunde after a dev- 
astating raid by the Royal Air Force. A 
150 by 60 foot open grave was dug 
among the pine woods to take the 157 
coffins, Some 600 men and women from 
the village volunteered to serve as 
mourners and German servicemen. 


GEORGE PEPPARD 
ON THE “JUMP”! 


“Don’t worry — no one’s been back 
yet to complain!”, bellowed the grizzle- 
haired sergeant. 

With these reassuring words ringing 
in his ears, George Peppard closed his 
eyes and dropped into space. Peppard’s 
leap was not an end-it-all gesture, but a 
key scene for Metro-Goldwyn-Mayer’s 
“Operation Crossbow,” in which he 
stars with Sophia Loren, Trevor How- 
ard and John Mills. 

Peppard’s role is that of an American 
agent parachuted into Nazi-occupied 
Holland with orders to locate and de- 
stroy Hitler’s secret V rockets. For 
three days, location filming took place at 
the famous British Parachute Regiment 
(the “Red Berets’) school at the Royal 
Air Force Station in Abingdon, Berk- 
shire, England.

This is not the first time the Abing- 
don base has been used in motion pic- 
tures.

But it is the first time stars have 
refused stunt-men as doubles and per- 
formed the jumps themselves, The trio 
made their descent eighteen times be- 
fore director Michael Anderson was 
satisfied, 

A subsequent report from Irish Ser- 
geant Instructor Frank Foley, veteran 
of 222 parachute jumps, who makes his 
film debut in “Operation Crossbow,” 
sheds a frank if not exactly exalted 
light on the actor-parachutists, 

“When they made these scenes for 
the picture, they were only at the initial 
stage,” he said. “We'd like to have kept 
them a little longer. Mr. Peppard, being 
American, had particular difficulty in 
understanding my commands, His atti- 
tude is healthy, of course, although 
very American. 

“Still,” he barked cheerfully, “they 
did do the jumps themselves, and we 
were impressed with that.” 

Following completion of the location 
sequence at Abingdon, a slightly limp- 
ing and slightly bitter Peppard com- 
mented, “We’re very happy that he’s 
impressed !”

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FILMING “OPERATION CROSSBOW” CALLED 
FOR GIGANTIC OPERATION IN RESEARCH 


Could George Peppard have flown a 
P.38 in 1943? 

Was an American agent parachuted 
into German-occupied Holland in 1943 
as part of Winston Churchill’s “Opera- 
tion Crossbow,” aimed at finding and 
destroying Hitler’s last effort to win the 
war? 

When an army lieutenant colonel 
greets a British cabinet minister who is 
accompanied by a general, who salutes 
first, and what does the cabinet minister 
do? 

These are not questions for a school- 
boy’s quiz, but four questions from the 
mammoth complex of who, what, why 
and when which went into the filming 
of “Operation Crossbow,” Metro-Gold- 
wyn-Mayer’s World War II drama, 
starring Sophia Loren, George Pep- 
pard, Trevor Howard and John Mills 
at the head of an all-star cast. 

The story centers on the allied mis- 
sion in 1943-44 against Hitler’s secret V 
(for Vengeance) rockets, the operation 
known as “Crossbow,” which many his- 
torians believe to have been the turning 
point of the war. And never has a mo- 
tion picture gone to such lengths to dig 
back into history and into the truth. 


Army of Advisors 


Director Michael Anderson — sur- 
rounded himself with a small army of 
slip-proof technical advisors who were 
experts on everything from rocket fuel 
to German military etiquette; early 
radar to Dutch naval uniforms. 

Before filming on “Operation Cross- 
bow” began, the team went, line by line, 
through the screen play, checking each 
prop to be used and each statement of 
fact made in the dialogue. More than 
400 persons were contacted, many of 
them in retirement, as the team hunted 
down the truth like the F.B.I. on a 
murder case. A library of some 500 
books was set up at MGM’s British 
Studios. To find the wartime aerial 
photos of the Peenemunde rocket base, 
a vital clue in the Crossbow mission, 
necessitated a search through 15 miles 
of filing cabinets in the Air Ministry 
archives. 

The result was a 200-page dossier of 
cross reference checks and photographs 
of the 14 real life characters depicted in 
the film. 

Early in the story, George Peppard 
announces that he has been flying a 
P.38. “Could he have been flying such a 
plane in September, 1943?” was direc- 


tor Anderson’s query. His cross check 
said yes, the bombers were in commis- 
sion long before then.

I like to think I carry it off 
well, but no one can guess what happens 
inside me. I’m often scared stiff.” 

One of the things that attracted Miss 
Loren to “Operation Crossbow” was 
her role of a woman in war. She por- 
trays an Italian wife who goes to meet 
her husband, unaware that he has been 
killed and that his identity has been 
taken over by an American espionage 
agent, George Peppard. The actress was 
brought up in Pozuoli, near Naples, 
during World War II, and an arma- 
ment factory there made it a town of 
strategic importance. 


Shared Rations 


“We saw the G.I.s and the British 
Tommies and shared their rations and 
their chocolate,’ she recalls. “To us 
children it was almost a game. But I 
watched my mother and I had some idea 
of the terrible role of a woman in war- 
time. For she must survive and make 
her children survive without a gun in 
her hand. Where a soldier wins medals 
for bravery, a mother has only the self- 
less satisfaction of seeing that her 
children are fed and clothed.” 

Miss Loren’s mother, Romilda, a 
beautiful woman whose resemblance to 
Greta Garbo won her movie offers of 
her own, remains an important part of 
Sophia’s life today. “My mother is my 
closest friend, my greatest confidante,” 
she says. “Because of filming commit- 
ments all over the world, I don’t see as 
much of her as I would like, but we are 
really never apart. No matter where I 
am, I phone her in Rome every day,” 

In her flight to the top, none of the 
traditional Italian generosity has left 
Miss Loren. Photographers love to pic- 
ture her shopping at Dior. What they 
don’t know is that the expensively 
wrapped packages which pile up on the 
counter are almost always for her 
friends, 

This is Sophia Loren, a girl who 
walks amid the stars but keeps her feet 
firmly on Neapolitan soil.

Rockets and bombs have blasted the skies, the earth and the seas, 
through centuries of warfare. They even area part of our National Anthem:- 

‘‘And the rockets’ red glare, bombs bursting in air gave proof through 
the night that our flag was still there.’’ 


Today, the bombs and rockets differ from those in the 1814 time of 
Francis Scott Key only in degree of deadliness and of composition, just 
as they differ from those used in 1914 or, as seen in ‘‘Operation Cross- 


bow,’ in 1944, 


The bombs and rockets of ‘“‘Operation Crossbow’’ were the V-1 and 
V-2, Hitler’s secret Vergeltung weapons which dealt terrible destruction 
on London and other British cities but did not destroy the British spirit. 
They were nicknamed as ‘‘buzz-bombs.”’ 


First reports of the secret weapons reached London in December of 
1942, but the nature of the weapon itself was not known until the first 
“flying bombs’’ descended. The search was then concentrated on their 
launching place, and the story of ‘‘Operation Crossbow’’ encompasses not 
only the search and the ultimate answer in 1944 -- hundreds of retaliatory 
British bombers -- but also the manner in which the British and allied 
nations patiently worked to uncover every shred of information. The film 
encompasses, too, the desperate German effort to put their bombs and roc- 
kets into mass production; they, too, were fighting against time as well 
as thenations at war with them. 


BASED ON FACT 


In preparation for the filming of ‘‘Operation Crossbow,’’ director Mich- 
ael Anderson met with the German scientists ‘who had worked to perfect 
the V-1 and V-2 bombs, and nowwere working on more up-to-date weapons 
-- for war and for peace -- in both Germany and the United States. He met 
with senior members of the British wartime cabinet and with Allied bom- 
ber pilots. He viewed thousands of feet of captured German war films. 
Simultaneously, art director Elliott Scott and heads of the MGM engineer- 
ing and metalwork shops studied captured German rockets, and duplicated 
them for the film. They blueprinted and built a facsimile of the Peene- 
munde center itself, an underground rocket base with 400 extra portraying 
members of the forced labor corps; with its workers’ reception center, and 
other areas and of course, the rocket launching control center. 


The entire mammoth movie set was built for a single purpose, to be 
destroyed.

CHURCHILL GAVE ITS NAME 
TO ‘OPERATION CROSSBOW’ 


Winston Churchill, whose way with words not only won him a Nobel 
prize for Literature but helped make him one of the greatest men of our 
time, was responsible for the name: ‘‘Operation Crossbow.” 


When he suggested it, he wasnot titling a motion picture. He was, 
with ironic humor, suggesting that this archaic weapon of war represent 
the code, or secret, name of the Allied operation against what then was 
the most modern and deadly of all weapons of war--Hitler’s V rockets. 
Today, ‘‘Opeiation Crossbow’’ tells the story, in color and Panavision, 
of that massive wartime race against time; the MGM production stars So- 
phia Loren, George Peppard, Trevor Howard and John Mills at the head of 
a large all-star cast. 


‘Operation Crossbow’’ was just one of more than 10,000 code names 
used in World War II; small wonder that it is virtually unknown. Most fa- 
mous of all those names--all designed to advise the informed and to con- 
fuse the enemy -- was, of course, Operation Overlord, known today as‘‘D- 
Day.’’ Without “‘Operation Crossbow’’ and its triumphant completion, 
there is a strong probability that’D-Day might never have taken place 
when it did, or might not have been successful.

Churchill himself rejoiced in a code name; his messages to Pres- 
ident Roosevelt were signed ‘‘Naval Person,’’ and President Roosevelt 
was referred to as ‘‘Admiral Q.’’ The two war leaders also lent their 
names to the business of coded references: one of Britain’s most suc- 
cessful war weapons was the Churchill Tank and President Roosevelt 
was the code name for the bridge built over the Rhine at Mainz by the 


American Army in April; 1945. RNA Ta)
